At  the  Center  Conway  Free  Public  Library,  books 
given  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Cole  and  Miss  Florence  Tyler  have 
added  materially  to  the  value  of  the  library.  At  the 
Conway  Library  many  citizens  have  given  books  of  out- 
standing value.  Included  in  the  out-of-town  donors  are 
Harold  Cloutman,  Clarence  E.  Eastman,  Mrs.  Lillian  G. 
IMcConkey,  K.  Pendexter  Rowley  and  Miss  G.  E. 
ShurtlefT.' 

Exhibits  at  the  Library  this  year  were  as  follows : 
March — Photographs  loaned  from  the   N.   H.   State   Li- 
brary showing  Italian,  Greek  and  Roman  Sculpture. 
May —  Japanese  Prints.     August — Camera  Portraits  and 
Landscapes  by  Dorothy  Jarvis. 

In  addition  to  the  books  that  are  loaned  to  the 
schools,  this  year  there  has  been  established  in  East  Con- 
way a  Branch  Library.  This  Library  serves  twenty- 
three  families.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Conway: 

Aside  from  ordinary  repairs  and  general  up-keep, 
expenditures  for  special  repairs  and  new  equipment  for 
the  current  year  consist  principally  of  these  items : 
Grading  at  Center  Conway,  $200";  repairs  to  the  Primary 
Building  at  Conwa}^,  $100;  new  seats  and  desks,  $385. 
The  last  item  includes  fifteen  new  single  unit  desks  for 
the  hig^h  school  which  have  been  needed  for  several 
vears.     A  considerable  amount  of  painting  and  general

repair  work  was  done  during  the  vacation  by  the  janitors, 
Mr.  IMartin  at  North  Conway,  and  by  Mr.  Drew  at 
Conway. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  Center  Conway  this  year 
is  fifty-two  and  a  continuance  of  the  third  room  was  not 
considered  necessary  in   the  present  situation. 

A  real  case  of  overcrowding  was  found  in  the  pri- 
mary grades  of  the  Conway  Grammar  School.  In  one 
room  forty-six  pupils  in  the  third  and  fourth  grades 
were  assigned  to  one  teacher.  Thirty-five  pupils  to  a 
teacher  is  a  maximum  for  efificient  teaching  particularly 
in  the  lower  grades.  After  some  experimenting  with 
a  helping  teacher,  we  decided  to  employ  an  additional 
teacher  and  place  the  entire  third  grade  of  twenty-four 
pupils  in  the  vacant  Primary  Building  which  we  painted 
and  put  in  reasonably  good  repair.  This  building  has 
no  ventilation  nor  toilet  facilities  and  these  should  be 
provided  if  we  continue  to  use  the  building  for  school 
purposes. 

In  connection  with  this  problem  of  housing  our 
schools,  we  expect  after  next  year,  at  least  temporarily 
a  similar  situation  of  congestion  in  the  upper  grades  at 
North  Conway.  However,  at  North  Conway  we  have 
an  unused  room  which  can  be  utilized  if  and  wlien  an 
emergency  arises. 

A  steady  increase  in  the  school  population  of  Con- 
way is  attested  by  the  following  table  compiled  from 
official  records  :

It  is  apparent  that  we  have  reached  the  limit  of 
our  housing  facilities  in  the  Conway  Grammar  school. 
It  is  possible  that  we  can  use  the  Primary  building 
for  a  limited  time  to  take  care  of  the  overflow.  It  is 
likely  that  this  avouM  be  only  a  temporary  expedient 
and  that  in  a  few  years  Ave  Avould  be  faced  with  the 
same  problem  of  limited  space.  It  would  be  wise  now 
to  consider  the  building  of  a  substantial  addition  to  the 
present  grammar  school  which  would  be  adequate  for 
further  increase  in  the  school  population  of  Conway, 
and  also  for  the  needs  of  any  future  consolidation  of 
schools  AA^hich  is  the  trend  in  school  organization. 

The  budget  as  presented  by  the  school  board  shows 
a  proposed  expenditure  for  operation  of  .schools  of  $48,816 
as  against  $48,889  last  year.  The  assessment  to  balance 
the  budget  is  $45,518  as  against  $47,450  last  year.  If 
the  special  appropriations  are  passed  as  printed  in  the 
report,  the  total  assessment  Avill  be  $48,768  Avhich  is  $958 
less  than  last  year.  The  per  capita  tax  is  somcAA^iat 
larger  than  last  year,  Fryeburg  Academy  tuition  is  $300 
more,  and  insurance  $500  more  because  the  premiums  of 
the  larger  policies  become  due  next  year. 

Because  of  the  dififerences  in  districts  in  respect  to 
distribution  of  population,  transportation  obligations  and 
size  of  schools,  comparison  of  costs  between  districts 
have  little  A'^alue.  That  is,  because  of  variable  factors, 
an  economically  administered  system  might  shoAv  a 
higher  per   capita   cost   than   some   other   S3'-stem   A\-hich

had  natural  favoring  conditions.  However,  the  elemen- 
tary per  pupil  cost  in  Conway  is  $64.60  as  against  the 
state  median  of  $77.16.  The  per  pupil  cost  in  the 
high  school  is  $105.62  as  against  the  state  median  of 
$101.14  but  the  actual  per  pupil  cost  becomes  $94.44  when 
credit  is  taken  for  income  from  high  school  tuitions. 
The  cost  of  schools  for  each  $1000  of  equalized  valuation 
in  Conway  is  $14.17  of  which  $1.27  is  state  aid.  The 
lowest  cost  per  $1000  is  in  the  town  of  jMonroe  where  it 
is  $2.36.  The  highest  is  in  Alstead  where  the  figure  is 
$29.24.  Monroe  receives  no  state  aid  and  Alstead  $14.48 
per  $1000. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  head- 
master of  Kennett  High  school  which  i.s  a  part  of  my 
report  as  superintendent.  The  high  school  is  a  very  im- 
portant part  of  our  school  system  and  its  standing  .should 
be  the  pride  and  concern  of  all  citizens.  It  is  commend- 
able that  three  high  school  teachers  attended  summer 
schools  this  year. 

The  superintendent  has  a  high  regard  for  the  loyalty 
and  sincerity  of  the  teachers  of  Conway.  Qualified 
observers  have  spoken  words  of  high  praise  for  their 
efficiency  and  every  year  some  of  them  are  invited  to 
better  paid  positions  elsewhere.  Their  salaries  should 
be  on  a  sufficiently  high  level  for  required  summer  school 
attendance  once  in  three  or  four  years.  It  is  not  only 
that  thus  they  acquire  new  techniques  in  teaching,  but 
they  are  stimulated  to  higiher  endeavor  by  the  profes- 
sional contacts,  and  they  bring  back  a  new  mental  atti- 
tude toward  their  work  which  makes  them  better 
teachers. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  quote  two  sentences 
from  a  Life  of  Andrew  Jackson  by  William  Graham 
Sumner:  '"There  is  nothing  on  earth  which  it  costs 
more  labor  to  produce  than  a  high-bred  man.  It  is  also 
indisputable  that  home  training  and  discipline  ingrain 
into  the  character  of  men  the  most  solid  and  valuable 
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elements,  and  that,  without  such  training,  more  civiliza- 
tion means  better  food  and  clothes  rather  than  better 
men."

REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER 

Supt.  John  H.  Fuller: 

I  herewith  submit  a  brief  report  of  Kennett  High 
School,  largely  of  a  statistical  nature.  The  statistics 
cover  the  period  from  Sept.  8,  1937  to  Feb.  4,  1938. 

The  registration  for  the  year  has  been  209,  distrib- 
uted as  follows :

Fourteen  pupils,  8  boys  and  6  girls,  have  left  school. 
Of  this  group  2  girls  were  married,  1  i.s  at  another  school 
in  this  state,  one  in  a  Massachusetts  school,  one  girl 
was  ill  and  left  school  because  she  felt  the  lost 
work  constituted  too  great  a  handicap,  and  one 
lacked  the  ambition  to  continue  her  work,  even  though 
her  probability  of  .success  was  good.  Of  the  8  boys  3 
are  in  school  in  another  state,  3  have  left  because  of 
changed  conditions  at  home,  1  left  town  and  no  report 
on  him  is  available,  and  one  left  because  of  discourage- 
ment. In  this  group  there  were  5  Seniors,  4  Juniors,  3 
Sophomores  and  3  Freshmen;  4  of  the  5  Seniors  contin- 
uing in  other  schools.  Almost  all  of  our  student  losses 
occur  in  the  first  two  years  of  high  school,  since  nearly 
all  upper  class  loss  is  because  of  transfer  to  other  schools. 
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The  attendance  for  the  half  year  has  been  only  fair. 
Many  parents  and  students  fail  to  realize  that  loss  of  one 
day's  work  nearly  always  means  that  in  effect  two  days 
are  lost,  and  furthermore  that;  class  discussion  cannot  be 
replaced.  Absence  for  reasons  of  pleasure,  such  as  at- 
tendance at  fairs  or  carnivals,  and  the  scheduling-  of 
medical  or  dental  appointments  unnecessarily  on  school 
time,  constitute  a  real  hardship  and  handica]i  for  the 
pupils.     We  have  suffered  as  usual  from  colds.

There  are  209  registrations  in  English.  63  in  Latin, 
65  in  French,  115  in  Mathematics,  213  in  Social  Science. 
147  in  Commerce,  108  in  Physical  Science,  making  a  total 
of  820  courses;  and  showing  a  considerable  number  of 
our  students  taking  from  choice  5  subjects  instead  of  the 
required  4.  One  boy  and  one  girl  are  taking  6  subjects 
in  an  attempt  to  shorten  the  time  required  to  complete 
the  high  school  requirements.  They  are  doing  satis- 
factory work. 

At  the  mid-year  four  pupils  were  maintaining  an 
average  grade  of  85%  or  better  in  five  subjects,  26  in 
four  subjects,  11  in  three  subjects.  No  analysis  is  made 
in  cases  of  fewer  than  three  courses,  as  we  feel  that 
nearly  all  really  good  work  falls  in  one  of  the  above 
groups. 

Seventy-one  pupils  failed  144  courses  at  mid  year ;  a 
considerable  number  of  these  failures  being  on  account 
of  absence  during  the  month  of  January,  thereby  allow- 
ing little  or  no  time  to  make  up  such  loss  of  work.  When 
such  work  is   completed,  it  will  reduce  the   number   of 
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failures  materially,  probably  from  15  to  20%.  Ninety- 
two  of  these  failures  occurred  in  the  lower  classes,  in 
which  there  is  considerable  variation  in  background  and 
ability.  Our  present  personnel,  equipment  and  curricula 
make  better  provision  seem  impossible  at  the  moment. 
It  would  require  more  teachers,  more  rooim  and  an  en- 
riched program  to  provide  work  suitable  for  man}^  of 
these  pupils.  Parents  could  do  much  to  help  in  this 
problem  if  provision  for  home  work  were  made,  and  if 
such  home  work  were  required.  A  large  majority  of  the 
failures  are  among  students  who  are  out  of  control  in 
the  home. 

Thirty-one  pupils  were  graduated  last  June.  Of 
that  number  9  are  in  college,  6  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  one  at  Oberlin  College,  one  at  Simmons 
College,  and  one  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  Reports 
of  these  students'  grades  are  at  hand  only  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire,  but  at  that  institution  most 
of  the  grades  are  comparable  to  those  earned  in  high 
school,  and  our  preparation  seems  adequate  for  those 
who  possess  the  intellectual  interest  which  would  make 
them  desirable  candidates  for  college  degrees.
